China’a new tariff schedule, 
which has been awaited ‘with 
much interest, was promulgated 
this morning. It shows no duties 
higher than fifty per-cent., this 
rate applying to wines, tobacco, 
spirits, liqueurs, table waters 
and certain classes of silk goods. 

Among the scoods exempted from 
duty are books, papers, cercals, 
flour, and gold and silver bullion,

SHARE RATIO ATTACK. 


Youngstown,.0., Dec. 29. 

The Courts have granted an 
injunction against the merger of 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
and the Youngstown Steel Sheet 
and Tube Company, which repre- 
aented an amalgamation of capital 
totalling over £300,000,000, 

The decision was the sequel to 
n bitter legal struggle lasting for 
six months, instigated by the 
opponents of the merger, 

The Court decided that the 
directors of the Youngstown Steel 
Sheet and Tube Company did not 
vive their gharehalders anid stock- 
bolders adequate information 
when asking them for their 
approval of the merger, 

The judgment also contains an 
nttack on the ratio of the share 
exchange ayreed (whereby 
Youngstown stockholders were to 
receive one and a third Jethlehein 
shares for euch Youngstown 
share) on. the ground that no 
definite conclusion was possible 
that the ratio was adequate. 

The Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Company was one of the last in- 
dependent steel companios In tic 
United States. Its shareholders 
approved the merger with the 
Bethlehem Stee) Corporation inst 
April, after onc of the most apec- 
taculnar finaacial fights ef 
recent years In Ohio.—Renter?2

MUCH DAMAGE DONE. 


_ Shanghai, Dec, 24. 

Shipping lying at buoys in-the 
vicinity of the Italian cruiser 
Libia yesterday rning got in- 
to a queer tangle, when ships 
broke adrift, hit other ships and 
went aground, damage roughly 
estimated at Tls. 20,000 -being 
done, The ship channel on tho 
Pootung side was blocked for 
three hours from 10 a.m., the 
time that the affair occurred. 

There are, two paralled lines of 
buoys at the place where the col- 
Hsions occurred, These at the 
Pootung side nccommodate 3 Cus- 
toms revenue cruisers and, below 
them, the cable ships Store Nor- 
diske and Pacific, the Intter lyinsy 
nt'Pootung buoys 4 and 6, and & 
and 6 respectively. 

In the middle of the river, separ- 
uting the two ship channels, there 
were several vessels. The Italian 
cruiser Libia lay at buoys 6 and 6, 
and below her were the Lina at 6 
and 7, and the Taian Mary at 7 and 
8. Buoy No. 7 is level with Pootung 
buoy No, 5, to which both the cable 
ships Were moored. ; 


Wash from Other Ships. 


Allegedly the accidents ;were 
caused by the wash from two other 
ships. Both arc said to have been 
going up stream, one in the Shang. 
hai channel and the othér in the 
Pootung channel, and the combined 
washes caused the Lina to, strain 
at her: mooring cables, : 

The Linn was facing down 
stream, First of all the stern 
moorings sparted, and under the 
influence of the strong ebb tide, 
the vessel swung across the 
atream towards the Store Nordiske. 
Then the forward mooring parted, 


_and the ahfp’s port anchor was Im. | - 
mediatély ‘dropped. ~~ 


Swinging’ further ‘round, the 
Lina hit the Store Nordiske, caus- 
ing both that vessel's moorings to 


break. the Lina then going aground | 


right across the Pootung ship 
channel. : 


Japanese Ship Damaged. 


It was now the turn of the Store 
Nordiske - to do some damage. 
Drifting down stream for a short 
distance; the ship crashed into the 
Takaosan Mara, belonging to the 
Mitsui Busyan Kaisha, lying at 
that firm’s Pootung wharf.. The 
Store Nordiske hit the Takaosan 
forward, breaking !n several plates 
on the starboard side of the fore- 
castle. The starboard bulwark of 
the forward wetk.deck, some three 
feet high, was bent right back for 
a distance of 20 feet, 

The .Store Nordiske scraped 

J along the side of the Takaosan for 
a short distance and then. went 
aground close to the sifore. 


No Steam Up. 


Neither of the cable ships, both 
of which belong to the Great 
Northern Telegraph Co. of Den- 
mark, had steam up. They were 
lying at their customary moorings, 
where they await-the call to 7% out 
tind repair occan cables. There 
wad thorefore little that could be 
done to avold being damaged by 
a.ship.on the rampage. 

Novertheless, those on board 
the: Pactfic, . lying down stream 
‘from the Store. Nordiske, saw that 


‘| the Store would be hit and might 


J possibly drift down on the Pacific. 
The hands wero ‘hurriedly, sum-. 
moned and the forward moorings 
slipped sq that the ship would be 
awung gut and dtand a.chanco of 
avoiding damago. This is exactly 
what happened, tho Pacific finally 
also going aground and ~ also 
blocking, . though, to a limited 
extent,-the ‘Pootting ship’ channel.

RELIEF MEASURES. 


Washington, Dec, 23. 

Virtually on the eve of Christmas 
the United States to-day faced an 
unemployment ‘situation more seri- 
ous than over. Private and govern- 
mental agencies were struggling to 
mect the national emergency. 

The’ American Federation of 
Labour emphasised the gravity of 
tho situation when it issued a state- 
mont declaring that the holiday aea- 
son this year finds the United 
States with 6,300,000 people who 
are’ normnlly employed unable to 
find work of any kind, 

Further, the American, Federa- 
tion of Labour states that at this 
Christmastide there are © 300,000 
more people without employment in 
the United States than there were 
a month ago. ' 7 

Reaction to the Labour Federa- 
tion’s announcement was swift. 
At the White Holse President 
Hoover’ announced that the: Go- 
vernment has adopted, and will 
pursue, 2 policy of maintaining the 
highest prevailing wages for 
those employed in carrying out 
construction projects ‘under its 
control. : 

Hard on the announcements of 

the White Houso and of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labour came 4 
stntement from the Department of 
War bearing the news that it has 
allotted G.25,000,000 to be used for 
rivers and harbour improvement 
work throughout the nation. 
. This, money will be used to ex- 
pedite ‘projecta in which many 
people can be employed and thus 
further stimulate unemployment 
relief activitigs.

THE POSITION OF THE

It is difficult, in considering Mr. 
Lloyd George’s latest: declaration 
regarding Liberal policy towards 
the Labour Government, to deter 
mine what the “signifieant” 
portion of the speech to which Reu- 
ter refers, On the one hand, the 
ex-Premier declares that Liberals 
deem that they are discharging 4 
patriotie duty in doing their best 
to avert a restoration of the Bald- 
win Government to power; on the 
other, he speaks of giving the Gov- 
ernment another chance of ‘pulling 
itaclf together and tanking their job 
in earnest, adding that unless they 
do, they cannot be kept in office very 
much longer by any Parliament

J with o sense of responsibility. It 


might be inferred from the first 


part of the speech that the Liberals’ 


give ptimary importance to keep- 
ing the Conservatives out of office; 
yet the sting contained in the latter 
portion of his utterance almost sug. 
gests. that they are’ losing all 
“patience with Labour and ure ina 
mood to throw the MacDonald Ad- 
ministration out of office without 
much further ado. Time wilt tell 
which is the dominating influence, 
but with: the prospects of electoral 
reform in the near future—a re- 
form which would be to the 
manifest advantage of the Liberals

and his followers going out of their 
way to oust Labour from power. 
There is, of course, another big

_ There can be little’ doubt . that 
throughout ‘the country as a: whole, 
considerable. dissatisfaction: has 
arisen tegarding the Government's 
domestle policy. .The critics hail 
from all the Parties, not excluding 
Labour itself." As one writer hos 
expressed it, there fs a sense of 
crisis in the air. General Scely, 
once & Cabinet Minister but now 
aloof frem Party politics, has, in 
the course of n lotter to The Timeg 
publicly expressed what many 
people aro saying in private. “Bri- 
tain {8 confronted,” he says, “with 
a grave emorgency,” and “it fs clear 
that an lection on Party Ilnes will

the dole. “As Chairman of the 
National Savings, Committee,”. hie 
says, “I hive mot during tho last

viewpoint between the Conserva- 
tives and the Liberal and Labour 
Parties. The best and most logical 
solution would be a fresh appeal to 
the country, to determine how the 
electorate views the fiscal and other 
But the Liberals apparent- 
ly fear that this may let in a Pro- 
tectioniat Government, at least un- 
ti! electoral reform fs an actuality. 
For a time, therefore, Labour seems 
fairly safe in office, but it is clear 
that some circumstance might casily 
nvise in the near future to change 
the whole political outlook and bring 
nbout an early General Election.

In 
serious cases, prosecution. if. the 
only remedy and ‘the “new Act, 
which emphasises the impropricty 
of dangorous,.reckless or careless 
driving, contemplates substantially. 
increased penalties. 
constitutes dangerous or careless

IRRORS have always. fasct- 


nated me. They.ard as deep 
ng life, and as shallow. Theirs, 
too, is the mystery. of timo, for 
they Ilve only in the glittering 
present. 

Every morning they are gilt by 
the sunrise; every twilight finds 
them volled and brooding, They 
know go much, these mirrors— 
they ‘aro silver caskets holding 4 
million secrets. 

Thero is one mirror which, I 
feel, might tell many charming 
and delicate tales were It to be 
relensed from ita bond of silence. 
It is fastened outside a window 
of an old ‘house in a quict Chelsea 
atreet—-one of those streots which 
seem to have been forgotten, desc- 
crated by no omnibuses, marred 
by no shops, where even tho taxi- 
cabg seem to purr more softly.

“A THOROUGH TANGLE 
OF PROBLEMS. 


NEED FOR A PLAN. 


London, Nov. 30. 
The etghteenth dinner of tho 
Architecture Club at the Savoy 
Hotcl Wednesday will have. as {te 
topic “The London of the Future. 
The chlef speakers vf the evening 
will be Mr. J.B. Priestley, Alder- 
mun wart Culpin, 1.0.C., and Mr. 
J.C, Squire: while Mr. George 
Lansbury, the First Commissioner 
of Works, will attend if LParlinmen- 
tary duties permit, ee 
‘Mia event happens at a time 
when the whole subject of the fu- 
ture of Lonodon — ia ripe for re- 
consideration. London is under- 
golng fundamental. ehan 
which the new Charing 
Bridge provides but an incident in 
the scheme of thinga— and at no 
time in the history of London has 
there been such a concentration of 
causes, ench of which calla for {m- 
mediate consideration, These may 
be enumerated as follows 
First, there Is the phenomenal 
nnd increasingly-rapid extension of 
London into the suburbs and Home 
Counties, Alrendy the aren of 
Greater London is taken as being 
forty ‘miles from north to south 
and over forty from east to west, 
Lefore the end of the century it 
stretched to Brighton on 
the south and to Southend on the 
enat, It must be remembered that 
the population of Grenter London 
ja almost twice that of  Scotiand, 
nnd nearly three thes that of Den- 
mark: and, with greater travel 
facilities and more ambitious con- 
ditions of living, the population will 
spread aut much further, 
Second, considerable changes are 
- yoing on in the centre in Uhe nat. 
ter oof rebuilding, for we have 
reached a point when the ineidence 
of expiration in ninety-nine-year 
lenses’ will now be occurring with 
yreater frequency, 


The Street Problem. 


Third, mechanical transport: has 
changed the whole function of eur 
streets, They have become ¢ross- 
country through-traitic routes, 
Consequently we are rapidly rench- 
ing the atrangulation point, and 
the present street plan of Londen 
is quite unfit far any logical solu- 
tion of this problem, no matter how 
eMcient our methods of control may 
be, 

Fourth, during the last few years 
there hus been a movement of in- 
dustrialiam towards the south of 
England, New factories are spring- 
ing, up within the London aren. 
One only needs to take a journey 
along one of the new arterial renada 
nen London—-such as the Great 
Wrst Roud—-to see this. 

Fifth, modern facilities In travel 
have given increased mability to 
the citizens of London, not only to 
reach homes as far away ou 
Brighton, but to make them seek in 
a wider fleld for their social re- 
creations. Consequently, there is 
less pride in any focality to resist 
the spoliation of districts; and, the 
more important social 
such us the main streets of the 
Weat Bnd=-have become overcrowd- 
ed in the evenings by people who 
previously found amusements in 
their own districts. This will 
tend to inerenage, and — the 
only solutions are either — to 
enlarge the = promenade — aed 
amusement ttreas of the West 
End or to encourage more lively 
local centres under the scheme of 
satellite towns. 

This brings me to one of the most 
important points of all. We must 
have many more open spaces and 
sports grounds, This fs not merely 
to matter of amenities or ordinary 
convenience; it is a matter of dire 
“necessily, for the motor-ear has de- 
atroyed the exerciae of walking, and 
industriatism has drained the henlth 
of the nation beyond the economic 
point; and if we are to hold any 
Place in the world vither in sports 
or physical cndurance, we must 
have al Jeast ten times the number 
of open spaces for sports and re- 
creation, 


London’ Without A Plan, 


These are the main factors in the 
Problem of London, and we have 
done little or nothing to solve them, 

’ The little that has been done 
amounts to this: Under the Town 
Planning Act, each Joti authority. 
cls nominally obliged to prepare a 
town-planning achome for its un- 
built-on trens,, Although the Act

law; not so much through opposi- 
tion as through [gnorance an 
apathy.

The Federal 
Government, under the lead of 
Attorney-General Mitchell, hos 
announced that the Hoover Ad- 
ministratlon hud begun a war of 
extermination and would continue 
the greatest recorded Federal 
effort against disorder and dis- 
honesty till the nation had been 
normalised, with or without the 
co-operation of local authoritic 
upon the same national scale 
which surely characterises the

The same scandal exists in’ a 
lesser degree in smaller cities, 
while conditions surpassing even 
those of New York plague Chicago. 
Chicago is the acknowledged 
centre of “racketeering,” which 
meany blackmail under threats of 
‘financial loss, and personal injury, 
with murder as the final rebuke 
for laggards. Virtually every 
trade, voention. and commercial or 
industrial netivity in the Metro- 
politan region to-day is shadowed 
by grim threats, : 

Method of Blackmail. 

To give some idea of the 
seriousness of the extortion, it ia 
stated that racketeers are at 
present levying a tribute of three 
halfpence a hundred-weight on all 
freight from ships or railways nt 
New York docks or railway ter- 
minals. Every railway and all 
steamship companies but ene are 
systematically victimised. 
parently this “racket” is a graft of 
banded drivers for money paid by 
employers direct ta them. How 
they Inter divide with the leaders 
is na mystery. Refusal means 
material positively unmoved or 
possibly destroyed, Of course 
the criminal surcharge is even- 
tually added to the retail. prlee, | 
and passed on to-the consumer, 

Labour unions are also muleted, 
dvory member of one (unaffiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labour) being essed = edyht 
shilllugs weekly, with no pretence 
of giving value other than im- 
munity from.further persecution.

OFFICIAL EXPLANATION

: London, Dec. 29. 

The Commisnioncr’s report on 
the recent Burma outbrenk states: 

“The facts of the outbreak are 
ns follows.—The revels came from 
the villages south-west of Thar- 
rawaddy and north-east. of Insein. 
Thetr ndvance started without any 
-attempts te represent griovances. 

The robela committed brutal 
outrages, murdering native offi- 
cers, Europeans and’ private per- 
sons without distinction of race or 
station, and looting ‘houses and 
destroying property, and have. 
shown thomselves outlaws deserv- 
Ing no sympathy. They can plead 
no excuse either on political et 
economical grounds. * 

‘It fs essential for the peace of 
the loyal and lawabiding subjects 
that a rising of this kind bo dealt 
with as rapidly as possible, and 
with all the forces at the disposal 
of the Government. Two com- 
panies of troops, British and In- 
dian, have already arrived at 
Tharrawnddy, and a battalion of 
Burma Rifles arrives to-day. 

The Police have already achiev- 
ed considerable success, and the 
situation {is improving dally.’”— 
British Wireless.
